BERLIN, Dec. 24.—The star 
that shone over Bethlehem will be 
illustrated for Christmas tonight at 
the Berlin Planetarium, where an 
elaborate Zeiss apparatus projects 
images of hundreds of heavenly 
bodies upon a dome to represent 
the firmament at night.

STANBUL, Turkey, Dec. 24.— 


An attempt of six Turkish fanatics 
to stir up a revolution in the Vil- 
lage of Menemen, near Smyrna, 
yesterday failed. 


The rebels beheaded a youth who 


attempted to inform police of their 
activities and in subsequent fight- 
ing two gendarmes were killed and 
four civilians wounded. Three reb- 
els were killed and one was cap- 
tured. The leader escaped. 

Rebels came from the mountains 
and attempted to incite the popula- 
tion to overthrow the Kemalist re- 
gime and restore the Caliphate. 
Wearing the taboo dervish tur- 
bans, armed with rifles and carry- 
ing a flag bearing a Koranic in- 
scription, “This emblem conquers 
all,” the rebels harangued the 
crowd on the evils of the hat and 
the new alphabet. 


Some of the population joined 


them but a@ young school teacher 
protested and went to call police. 
Hewas promptly beheaded. When 
the gendarmes arrived the rebels 
opened fire. The Government has 
caNed out the militia throughout 
Smyrna Province, arresting many 
suspected of subversion.

mext week that he is ready to de- 
fend his heavyweight title against 
the best available opponent in 
June, not necessarily Jack Shark- 
ey of Boston. 

The commission recently ordered 
Schmeling to agree, within 15 days, 
to a title fight with the Boston 
sailor but Schmeling’s reply was 
that Jacobs was his manager and 
qualified to speak for him. Jacobs 
has been under suspension here for 
some time for his part in the con- 
troversy over a managerial con- 
tract Arthur Buelow held on 
Schmeling’s services. 

Jacobs is to go before the com- 
mission next Tuesday and proba- 
bly will pledge his protege toa title 
defense in June whether it be 
against Sharkey, Young Stribling 
er Victorio Campolo. 

If the commission accepts this 
promise, the way would be paved 
for a match between Sharkey and 
Stribling or Sharkey and Campolo 
early in the spring. Unless Sharkey 
can prove conclusively in actual 
combat that he is the best chal- 
lenger available, experts feel a 
Sharkey-Schmeling bout is fore- 
doomed to financial failure. 

Chicago promoters have offered 
Schmeling $500,000 to fight Strib- 
ling there in June, but present in- 
dications are that the title bout, 
if and when it is held, will be 
held here.

True, the ceremonies of numer- 
ous nationalities blend in the usual 
Yuletide observance in the United 
States, but there are some families 
in St. Louis who cling to the Old 
World celebration of the day. 
Ar&i the sentiment of the sea- 
son, shared by those of the young- 
er generation who have seen dis- 
tant shores only through the tales 
of their grandparents, was crystal- 
lized Sunday in the annual festival 
of the International] Institute of St. 
Louis. Scores of youths, and old 
folks, too, of virtually every na- 
tionality represented in St. Louis, 
enacted the Christmas eve festiv- 
ities of far-eff lands. 


Some of their costumes, gay in 
flashing colors, were sewn and 
broidered by patient hands which 
work no more in this world. Oth- 
ers were made here in faithful ad- 
herence to the habiliments which 
have been worn for centuries in 
other lands. There were those in 
the audience, which filled the au- 
ditorium of Soldan High School, 
who had spent their best years 
across the seas and to whom the 
scenes brought back other days 
and other ways. 

The world-wide recognition of 
the spirit of the season bridged the 
gap of diverse languages and. the 
international language of rythm 
lent zest to the singing and dancing 
which formed a part of many of 
the presentations, all of them part 
of the folk lore of the ages.

Consecrated wafers are dis- 
tributed and each one shares his 
wafer, at the same tfme wishing ie 
health and prosperity during the 
coming year, If an uneven number 
sit down at the table, as enacted 
by the Paderewski Singing Society, 
a stranger is invited in. Later, the 
girls tell fortunes by means of 
straws under the tablecloth. The 
one who finds an unthreshed piece 
of grain, tradition tells, will be 
married soon—and happily.

The head of the family brings a 
bunch of straw to his wife and they 
wish each other a happy “Badjnak” 
day. Then she scatters the straw 
on the floor, imitating the clucking 
of a hen while the children dodge 
about like little chickens. On'

When to Weigh Baby 


EIGHING the baby is an im- 

portant part of his care. It is 

a guide to the physical devel- 
opment of the child. 

During the first six months an 
infant.sMould be weighed every 

week and if he is a normal, healthy 
child. He will gain from four te 
eight ounces a week. From six to 
i2 months he should be weighed 
at least every two weeks and dur- 
ing this period the gain in weight 
is less, usually from two to four 
ounces.a week. 

The average healthy infant will 
double its weight at birth when he 
reaches five months and by the 
time he reaches his first birthday 
he wiil treble his birth weight. 

During the second year a child 
should be weighed once a month. 
The gain in weight is not continu- 
ous after the first year. There are 
many interruptions, but as long as 
there is no loss in weight there is 
no cause for alarm. For instance, 
during the teething periods there 
may be no gain in weight for two 
or three weeks. When the weight 
remains at a standstill for long 
cneet the matter requires atten- 

on

completely. It is best to do this be- 
fore giving the bath. Place a soft 
cloth, in the scales and lay the baby 
upon’ this, or if the room is cool

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CURE FOR SELF-CONSCIOUSNESS

N her mother’s eyes Mary is not 
[ony a “case”—she is a “strange 

case.” It seems that Mary is 
pretty, and altogether charming 
when she is among friends. But 
let her go out among newly formed 
acquaintances—at a dance for in- 
stance—and Mary becomes an al- 
together different girl, 

Instead of being her delightfully 
amusing self in conversation, either 
she goes dead serious or plain silly. 
Her walk becomes affected. ‘She 
sits either stiffly or with too ob- 
vious an attempt to achieve grace 
and poise. And her usually ador- 
able little face takes on a perma- 
nent grin or a distressing sober- 
ness. In fact, her voice, manner- 
isms, everything, undergo a com- 
plete change, and not for the bet- 
ter. 

When Mary’s mother went on to 
explain that her child (the “case” 
is just 20 years of age) “is s80 
sweet” and has “such a lovely dis- 
position,” we were not amazed. 
Truth to tell, we knew that Mary 
was “just the most thoughtful girl 


in the world” fully 15 minutes be- 
fore her mother said so. Because, 
you see, it is that way with numer- 
ous self-conscious cases. 

Now, if you, gentle reader, find 
that you are not at’your best when 
you meet “new” people; if you hear 
yourself saying things that don’t 
sound like you, and acting like 
somebody else, and altogether 
bungling at first meetings, the 
cause is most likely this over- 
anxiety to please. 

And the cure: Cultivate indif- 
ference to the opinions of other 
people—opinions that concern you, 
of course. 

Telling the self-conscious to for- 
get about themselves serves, as a 
general rule, to make them more 
self-conscious. But tell them to be 
themselves despite what “people” 
may say or think, and ten to one 
the “people” will be saying and 
thinking the nicest possible things.

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through a staring throng obvious 
to the stares, or tell a story effort- 
lessly and beautifully and without 
too much thought about the audi- 
ence? 

Needless to say, most of us must 
first have the assurance of being 
correct as to appearance and man- 
ners in order to achieve such per- 
fect aplomb. There are those, of 
course, who could maintain their 
poise wrapped in a horse blanket, 
but they are the magnificent ex- 
ceptions who make history. The 
rest of us have to be “right” as to 
clothes and grooming and the rules 
of etiquette—so right that we can 
afford to be indifferent to “people” 
—so right and so used to being 
right that we forget ourselves auto- 
matically.
